The news last week that an offset 
well to the Bailey Olds No. 1 big 
wet gas discovery cast of Didsbury, 
will be drilled by Hudson's Bay Oil 
and Gas and associates, is of para- 
mount importance to this district. 

The new location is Isd. 4, 9-31-27 
with, about two miles southeast of 
the Bailey discovery well, which is 
now capped after a 90-day test this 
summer when it was disclosed that 
potential was more than 50,000,000 
cubic feet of wet gas daily, 700 
barrels of naptha, and a 13 per cent 
sulphur content. 

Cost of the new Hudson's Bay 
Olds No, 2 well will be carried one- 
third each by Hudson's Bay, Anglo 
and Calmont, and the A.G. Bailey 
group. Participating in the Bailey 
group will be Selburn Oil Company. 
Devon Leduc Oils, and Jet Oils, 
each 25 per cent, Sunshine Mining 
Company 20 per cent, and the Mt. 
Royal Syndicate of Montreal five 
per cent, while Bailey has a 10 per 
cent carried interest, 

The area east of Didsbury is con- 
sidered a “hot” prospect for Devo. 
nian oil production and several} 
wells are reported to be scheduled 
in the vicinity of the Bailey Olds 
No. 1 well in the near future,

$100 Million Will Be

The payments represent the final 
clean-up of the pools. The farmers 
get an initial payment and then, 
when the grain has been sold and 
handling charges deducted, the | 
money left over is distributed to the | 
producers as a final payment,

The smal! town of today is, for the company and 
its employees, no longer the small town of half a cen- | 
tury ago. Good roads, modern automobiles, efficient | 
sewage systems, radio and the host of other facilities | 
now accepted as standard, make the small town just as | 
convenient as the big city for businesses and people. 
And in many ways, much more attractive. The rents 
are lower, the air is fresher, the hustle and the bustle of 
the metropolis is cut to a tolerable paco, the noise level 
is easier on the nerves, it’s easier to get to and from 
work, c:nd the well publicized dangers of the atom| 
bomb are minimized.

SPROUTED AND FROZEN 
GRAIN FOR LIVESTOCK 


Contrary to the belief of some 
farmers, frozen and sprouted grains 
are not poisonous to livestock, Dr. 
F, Whiting, livestock nutrition spe- 
cialist of the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Station, Lethbridge, suggests 
that this idea may have arisen 
from introducing too much sprouied 
or frozen wheat into the ration at 
one time, with resulting death 
losses. Wheat, Whether sprouted, 
frozen or normal, is a very heavy 
feed, and livestock must be accus- 
tomed to it gradually, 

The feed value of frozen or sprout- 
ed grain will vary with its quality, | 
says Dr. Whiting. Slightly frozen or 
Slightly sprouted grain will equal 
in feed value to normal grain for 
all classes of livestock. Grain that} 
is badly frozen or badly sprouted | 
will have lighter bushel weight and 
a higher proportion of fibre, It will 
still make good feed for sheep and 
cattle, but will be less valuable for 
poultry and swine. Poultry and 
swine do not make eflicient use of , 
fibrous feeds, 

Dr. Whiting warns against feed. | 
ing moldy or heated grain or hay | 
to livestock. Most molds that grow 
in hay that has been put in the 
stack before being properly dried, 
or grain that has been rained on in 
the swath or threshed before dry, 
are not harmful. Some are, how: 
ever, and it is impossible to know 
by its appearance whether or not 
moldy feed is harmful. 

Moldy feeds should not be fed 
unless feed is in very short supply, 
says Dr, Whiting. If slightly molded 
feed has to be fed it should be given 
to the stock in such a way that they 
can take out the good hay and 
leave the badly molded parts. The 
moldy hay should never be put 
through a feed chopper, since stock 
are not then able to sort it out. 
Stock fed moldy or heated feed 
should be watched closely. If they | 
start to go off feed, the feeding of 
moldy hay or grain should be dis- 
continued,

STRAW HELPS PREVENT DRIFTS 


Experiments have shown straw to 
be a strong anti-erosion agent, 
states the federal department of 
agriculture, 

The department urges farmers to 
us all surplus straw, old hay, 
other crop residues as a protection 
against soil drifting. 

Recent experiments showed that 
where two tons of straw were disc- 
ed into an acre of land, there was 
an almost complete elimination of 
erosion, On an adjacent acre, where 
the land was left bare, the erosion 
loss amounted to 21 tons of soil.
